SELLERS GET ANXIOUS 


But Buying 
Orders Were 


Plenty at Lower Level and 
Confidence Was Restored 


New Tork, Jan. 7—The stock mar- 


ket gave another demonstration 
this 


morning1 of its amazing power of ab- 
sorption in overcoming in less than an 
hour the heaviest and most reckless 
unloading' to realize profits which it has 
yet had to encounter. 


Speculators who had been lucky 


enough to get into the market before 
the phenomenal rise the latter part of 
last week, were eager sellers to take 
profits this morning-. The advance in 
prices had been so large and so sudden 
the resulting profits this morning. The 
advance in prices had been so large 
and so sudden, the resulting profits rep 
resented such large amounts of money 
that even the most aspiring speculators 
was eager to take his profits. 


This unloading was the cause of sud- 


den and violent relapses in prices of 
nearly all stocks^ which bad had a most 
volatile rise. 
The reaction reached 


from half a point to five points, af- 
fecting chiefly Tennessee 
coal, New 


Jersey Cntral, Northern Pacific, Penn- 
sylvania, Reading, Eock Island, At- 
chison preferred, St. Paul, Eri first pre- 
ferred, and Delaware and Hudson, 
Reading first and second preferred and 
Baltimore and Ohio. 


There were plenty of opening ad- 


vances ranging from 1 to 2 points for 
the important stockjj, including Balti- 
more and Ohio, the tobaccos. Erie, 
Texas and Pacific, Ontario and West- 
ern tin plate, Reading common, and 
Delaware and Hudson. 


But the rush to sell completely over- 


bore the market and the whole list 
yielded. The violent .hurry to unload 
stocks and the feverish- and erratic 
fluctuations in the market developed a 
nervous sentiment at first, but busi- 
ness had not continued long before ttite 
situation began to clear. 


It was then perceived that very large 


buying orders were in the market ant! 
brokers were eagerly accepting all of- 
fers of stock at the lower level; of 
prices. 


With that the anxiety of the sellers 


quickly relieved and they ceased to of- 
fer stocks. 


Meantime the demand continued and 


the result was an upward rebound of 
the whole list. 


With the reactionary tendency over- 


come and the contest between the 
speculative forces settled, the market 
became more quiet, but the absorption 
of stocks continued on a very large 
scale and the movement of prices was 
still highly irregular, with the under- 
tone of the market strong.

an American Merchant Marine. 


Charles H. Cramp, president of the 


William Cramp Ship and Engine Build 
Ing company, speaking of American 
shipbuilding prospects during the new 
century to a Philadelphia Press report- 
er, said: 


"The condition of the shipbuilding 


Industry at the close of the nineteenth 
century makes Its future a most diffi- 
cult prophecy. The advance during the 
last dozen years has been due to 
awards by the United States govern- 
ment of contracts for naval vessels, 
but naval work alone cannot sustain I 
the shipbuilding industry of any coun- 
try; hence the future of the industry 
depends entirely upon the state of our 
merchant marine, and it therefore re- 
mains for us to survey carefully the 
possible expansion of our commercial 
fleet 


"There is a popular fallacy to the 


Affect that the United States must de- 
velop a gteat merchant marine In the 
immediate future for the reason that 
it appears the logical outlet for nation- 
al capital and enterprise. This la all 
wrong1 Capital will npvpy eeek an un- 
profitable outlet, and a* the conditions 
exist at present it is not profitable to 
operate steamships under the American 
flag in competition with the ships of 
foreign maritime nations. 


"Until these differences are adequate- 


ly met the operation of American ships 
In the foreign trade most remain un- 
profitable, and so long as It Is unprofit- 
able there will be no extensive demand 
for new merchant work in American 
shipyards. Therefore the future de> i 
pends entirely on the future couditions 
of the American merchant marine, for 
it is altogether unlikely that the United 
States government will ever again be 
engaged on a naval programme 
of 


such magnitude as ft is at present"

OLD-TIME STATESMAN 


Death of Mr. Bradbury, Who Repre- 
sented Maine In United States Senate 
Augusta, Me., Jan. 7.—Hon. James W. 


Bradbury died at his home in this city 
yesterday oH bronchitis, 
contracted 


about a week ago, biuce when he had 
steadily failed. 


James Ware Bradbury, LL. D., was 


born in Parsonsfield, in this state, June , 
10, 1802, being a direct descendant of 
Thomas Bradbury, who came to this 
country fr.oin Essex county, Eng., in 
1611. 
He was a former law partner 


of Governor Morrill. 
His Itfe was a 


long and eventful one, but up to the 
last he retained his mental faculties 
and took a» lively an interest in the 
questions of the day and city affairs as 
ever. 


Mr. Bradbury was always a Demo- 


crat. His election to the United States 
seriate was in 18it» for the term begin- 
ning March 4, 1847. 
In the senate at 


that time were Webster, Clay, Calboun, 
Renton, Cass, Douglass, Seward, Chase 
and others of great distinction. 
He 


had, in 1844, been a delegate to the 
Democratic convention in which he 
threw the vote from Maine that result- 
ed in the nomination of James K. Polk. 
He then took the stump In Maine for 
Polk. When he entered the seuate he 
gave the president his hearty support. 


In 1S50, when Clay presented his 


compromise mea&ure to prevent the 
clash between the north and the south, 
Mr. Bradbury supported it, and he ever 
after said he was glad he did it. 


He ever took a deep interest in Bow- 


doin college, and seldom missed a com- 
mencement. 
He was elected on the 


board of overseers in 1840, and to the 
board of trustees in 1861, where he 
served until his death. 


He put through the Maine legislature 


the charter of the first railroad in 
Maine, the Portland, Saco and Ports- 
mouth. 
This was in 1835. 
He also 


secured the charter for the Atlantic and 
St. Lawrence railroad." 


He has been a constant attendant on 


the Congregational church. 
In 1834 


he married Miss Eliza Ann Westbrook 
of Augusta. 
She died Jan. 29,1879.

ability. 


Tbe vagueness of the 
Information 


concerning the movements and position 
of the invaders has sent a fresh cold 
fit over the colonists, and Cape Town 
calls loudly for strong reinforcements 
from England, on the ground that the 
greater part of Lord Kitchener's avail- 
able force is employed in protecting tha 
lines of communiation and the Rand 
mines, the latter exteudiug for a dis- 
tance of 50 miles. 


It is asserted by one Cape Town cor- 


respondent that, unless the forces in 
Cape Colony are increased, a most un- 
desirable state of affairs may result, as 
the success in arms of the Invaders, 
however slight, might be the signal for 
ft Dutch rising. As it is, many British 
residents have had to leave the Dutch 
villages near Cape Town, their lives 
being unbearable. 


According to a native report, 100 men, 


either Boers or local farmers, have just 
passed through Clanwilliam district in 
the direction of Malmesburg.

BEAUTIES OF A.GLACIER. 


Scenes Tbat Are liikened to 


ot it Glorified City. 


The fascinations of a glacier are as 


witching as they are dangerous. Apos- 
tolic vision of a crystal city glorified 
Ly light "that never was on land OP 
eea" was not more beautiful than 
these vast ice rivers, whose onward 
course is chronicled, not by years and 
centuries, but by geological ages, says 
a British Columbia correspondent of 
the New York Post. With white dom- 
ed show cornices wreathed fantastic 
as arabesque and with the glassy 
walls of emerald grotto reflecting a 
million sparkling jewels, one might be 
in some cavernous dream world or 
among the tottering grandeur of an an- 
cient city. The ice pillars and silvered 
pinnacles, which scientists call seracs, 
stand like the sculptured marble of 
temples crumbling to ruin. Glittering 
pendants hang from the rim of bluish 
chasm. Tints too brilliant for artists' 
brush gleam from the turquoise of 
crystal walls. E.ivers that flow through 
valleys of ice and lakes, hemmed in by 
hills of ice, shine with an azure depth 
that is very Infinity's self. 


In the morning, when all thaw has 


been stopped by the night's cold, there 
is deathly silence over the glacial fields, 
even the mountain cataracts fall noise- 
lessly from the precipice to ledge in 
tenuous, wind blown threads. But with 
tbe rising of tbe sun the whole glacial 
world bursts to life in noisy tumult. 
Surface rivulets brawl over the Ice 
with a glee that is vocal and almost 
human. The gurgle of rivers flowing 
through subterranean tunnels becomes 
a roar, as of a rushing, angry sea, ice 
grip no longer holds back rock scree 
loosened by the night's frost, and 
there is tbe reverberating thunder of 
the falling avalanche.

THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS. 


Political 
Sanction 
of 
What 
All 


Asr«»d to EC it Good Tbine. 


One of the latest writings of the late 


Charles Dudiey Warner was an essay 
for The Century, entitled "The Pursuit 
of Happiness." 


Perhaps the most curious nnd Inter- 


esting phrase ever put into a" public 
document is "the pursuit of happiness." 
It is declared to be an inalienable 
right. It cannot be sold. It cannot be 
given away. It is doubtful if it could 
be left by will. 


The right of every man to be 6 feet 


high and of every woman to be 5 feet 4 
was regarded as self evident until wo- 
men assezled their undoubted right to 
be 6 feet high also, when some confu- 
sion was Introduced into this interpre- 
tation of this rhetorical fragment of 
tho eighteenth century. 


But the inalienable right to the pur- 


suit cf happiness has never been ques- 
tioned since it was proclaimed as a 
new gospel for the new world. The 
American people accepted it with en- 
thusiasm, as if it had been the discov- 
ery of a gold prospector, and started 
out in the pursuit as if the devil were 
after them. 


If the proclamation had been that 


happiness is a common right of the 
race, alienable or otherwise; that all 
men are or may be happy, history and 
tradition mi»t: have interfered to raise 
a doubt whether even the new form of 
government could so change the ethical 
condition. But the right to make a 
pursuit of happiness given in a funda- 
mental bill cf rights had quite a differ- 
ent aspect. Men had been engaged in 
many pursuits, most of them disas- 
trous, some of them bighly commenda- 
ble. A sect'in Galilee had set up the 
pursuit of righteousness as the only or 
the highest object of man's immortal 
powers. 
The rewards of it, however, 


were not always immediate. Here was 
a political sanction of a pursuit that 
everybody acknowledged to be of a 
good thing.

The problem in South Africa seems 


to grow more serious and more difficult 
v.ith the march of time. In fact it no\v 
looks as if that which started out as a 
war for political rights had degener- 
ated into a race war. There is evidence 
that the original point of dispute has 
been lost sight 'vt and that the con- 
flict is becoming a contest between 
Dutch and British 
blood, prejudices 


and sympathies. The rather abortive 
Invasion of Cape Colony by Boer com- 
mandos has served to put this aspect 
A affairs. Reliable testimony 
from 


the scene of action is to the effect that 
more than ever before the Dutch of 
Cape Colony are in sympathy with 
their kin of what was the Orange Free 
iJtate and the South African Republic. 
Systems of government and the prin- 
ciple of equal rights appear to be los- 
ing hold of the minds of all the South 
African Dutch, even of those who have 
been most benefited by British rule, 
and race hostility seems to be taking 
their place. If this proves true and 
deep seated, tranquility in South Africa 
is far in the future. 


T»E ART OF 


The art of counterfeiting seems to 


keep apace with the growth of the legi- 
timate arts. In New York Saturday a 
gang of Italians were arrested for deal 
ing in a" substitute for Uncle Sam's 
coin. Why the gang happened to be 
Italians we do not know, but it is in- 
teresting to' note that people of that 
nationality have of late been figuring 
conspicuously in dealing in the "qu^er." 


This gang seems to have reached per- 


fection in counterfeiting. 
Heretofore 


there has been something radically 
wrong with the money that counter- 
feiters put into circulation ,but the pro. 
duct tof this gang was in all respects 
almost equal to the Uncle Sam's own 
product. It has been the habit of 
counterfeiters, manufacturing specie., to 
use a base metal and to mould the 
coins. The use of some white metal 
'other than silver did not involve a 
large outlay for stock and the moulding 
of the coins required simple appliances. 
Coins 'of this quality, in stock and 
and workmanship, are easily detected, 
for the legal coin is stamped, not 
moulded, in the mints and, of course, 
is of silver and baa the silver ring, 
weight and hardness. But coins such 
as were put out by the gang just ar- 
rested were nearly all that could be de- 
sired. To have permitted thesft Ital- 
ians to go on and to have permitted 
like industries to spring up all over we 
should have had nothing more or less 7 
than the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. By oversight, perhaps-, it is not 
stated in the dispatches whether the 
gang are believers in the Bryan doc- 
tnne. 
, 


The gang bought pure sheet silver 


stamped their coins as the government 
does. The resulting coins were- prac- 
tically as pure as government ones and 
practically of as fine workmanship. The 
profit lay in the difference between the 
bullion value 'of silver and its face 
value in coin, a profit, in round num- 
bers, of 100 per cent. The gang set out 
to do no more than pocket what the 
government Itself p'ockets, the differ- 
ence we speak of, the "seniorage." But 
it did not maintain a treasury at 
which its silver money was redeemable 
in gold.

In one-of Chicago's big manufactur- 


ing plants oil the Northwest Side 
there works a queer genius—astrono- 
mer, geologist, essayist and philoso- 
pher, says the Chicago Times-Herald. 
Ou the time book of the shop he is 
known as "Sam Fox, machinist, time 
check No. 35." When be arrives at 
the shop at 7 o'clock every morning, 
be assumes that role for nine hours of 
daylight, but In the Jong hours of dark- 
ness, far into the morning, this man 
studies, studies, studies. Earnestness 
is the keynote of all he does, whether it 
be a simple problem in mechanics or 
a complex astronomical proposition. 


The subject of astronomy offers a 


field unlimited for such theories, and 
this "learned machinist" has long been 
a cloF<> student of solar mysteries, or, 
as he calls them, the "hieroglyphics 
of the heavens." He has closely fol- 
lowed the researches of the celebrated 
French astronomer, Flamtnarion, and 
the publication a few dayS ago of the 
latter's scheme for communicating 
with the planet Mars has aroused his 
enthusiasm. 
He gladly consented to 


elucidate his "idea of Flammarion'a 
idea," as he aptly put it 


"It is a theory accepted among sci- 


entists," began Fox, "that if Mars is 
inhabited the people must be a very 
intelligent race, as the planet is much 
older than the earth. They are as in- 
telligent as the inhabitauts of the 
earth, undoubtedly more so. It there- 
fore follows as a natural conclusion 
that there are students fef astronomy 
on Mars as well as here, and it also 
follows that, as their planet is in the 
same solar system as ours, they ob- 
serve the same planets, suns and con- 
stellations that we do. This is the 
basis of Flammarlon's scheme. 


"The appearance of the earth' to the 


Martians is somewhat similar to the 
appearance of the moon to us. The 
earth shines with a reflected light only. 
A very powerful illumination on the 
earth's surface would at night be no- 
ticeable to the inhabitants of othei 
planets, particularly if the illumina- 
tion were In powerful parallel rays 
and was directed toward any particu- 
lar placet. Taking the two theories, 
first, that the Martians observe the 
same constellations and planets that 
we do and of course the earth also 
and that a light- can be projected to- 
ward Mars, we come to a fuller reali- 
zation of Flammarion's plan—that is, 
to produce, by artificial means, a solar 
constellation 
by means of powerful 


searchlights properly placed on the 
surface of the earth with their rays 
directed toward Mars. 
You see the 


idea? The nest'step is to select the 
constellation t<£!l»e"reproduced. Flam-' 
marion has cho&n that of Ursa Major, 
the Great Bear, or, as it is commonly 
called, the 'Big Dipper.' Why he chose 
that I do not know, but it looks as if 
he had been directed by some unseen 
hand. The fact that the Great Bear 
is pne of the .largest constellations 
makes it likely that a reproduction of 
it would attract the attention of the 
Martian astronomers and cause them 
to examine iuto the matter further. 


"The next step was the selection of 


the points, of which there must be 
seven, as there are seven stars in the 
Great Bear. Here again is seen the 
guiding hand of Providence. 
In Eu- 


rope there are seven large cities, cen- 
ters of population, which are in the 
name relative position as the stars In 
the constellation of Ursa Major. These 
cities are Bordeaux, Marseilles and 
Paris in France Strassb'urg in Ger- 
many, Amsterdam in Holland, Copen 
bagen in Denmark and Stockholm in 
Sweden. 
Flammarion proposes that 


in each of these cities there shall be 
erected a powerful electric searchlight, 
supplied with a powerful dynamo and 
mounted in the same manner as a 
large telescope, that it might follow 
the planet as the earth revolves. The 
lenses of the searchlights would be 
made so that the light would be thrown 
in parallel rays, and these seven im- 
mense searchlights would be connected 
BO that they could be operated from a 
central station, probably Paris, and 
could 
be lighted 
or 
extinguished 


simultaneously. 


"Now, 
in order to give a better Illus- 


tration of this I have taken th's ter- 
restrial globe, and on the dots repfe- 
sentiug these seven cities I have placed 
pins. You will notice that they form 
the Big Dipper. To get an Idea of the 
appearance that these lights would 
present to the Martian astronomers 
paste a sheet of paper over the front of 
a small box, first puncturing the paper, 
with seven pinholes to form the Big 
Dipper. In a darkened room place a 
candle behind this, and yon will sep 
how the seven points of light will 
shine out, while the rest of the paper 
is not so light That is the way the 
searchlights v.lll lock to the Martians 
Their rays will be thrown directly at 
the planet night after night and will 
without doubt attract the attention r>f 
her scientists, who will undoubtedly 
investigate the phenomenon at ouce 
They will see that we are trying to 
communicate with them and will prob 
ably devise some means of reply." 


"But how would wo continue the 


conversation should Flammarion's plan 
succeed?" was asked. 


"That part of it will have to be left 


to the* imagination," replied Fox. "I 
have my idea, and I presume Flamma- 
riou and others bare theirs."

Sudden Death of One of the 


City's Most Prominent 


Citizens 


MANAGER OF WINDSOR COMPANY 


Stricken With Heart Dite IB at Mid. 


Night. Wat in Apparently G.td 


Health Last Evining. City In 


Mourning for 
Man Who 


Has Done so Much (or It 


Colonel John Bracewell of the Wind- 


eor manufacturing company died very 
suddenly at his home on Wai} street 
last night a few mlnhites belljre 12 
o'clock of heart disease. He had not 
been in the best of health this winter, 
but had been feeling considerably bet. 
ter for the last two weeks. He attend- 
ed church yesterday and appeared in 
good health and spirits. A little before 
12 o'clock he went to his room to retire 
for the nQght. He was suddenly seized 
with a difficulty In breathing and com- 
plained of fesfang very badljj. 
Dr. 


Simpson was hurriedly 
called, 
and 


reached the house in about 15 minutes, 
but Colonel Bracewell was unconscious 
when he arrived arid died a few min- 
utes later. The doctor pronounced heart 
failure the cause ofl d°ath. 


John Braceweli was born June 18,1837, 


and was therefore in his 64th year- His 
birthplace was Clitheroe, England, and 
he was the son of Mr- and Mrs. Miles. 
Bracewell. His father was a print 
works man employed by James Thomp- 
son in the Primrose print works, and 
in those works John Bracewell learned 
the calico printing business at an early 
age. His apprenticeship was very thor 
ough, add when it was finished be was 
master of the business in every depart, 
went- When 18 years of age he came 
to this country and took a position of 
assistant manager at the Merrimac 
print work in Ix>well, a very respon- 
sible- position for so young a man. He 
remained there five years and a >•• 
and distinguisfted himself by the enei te 
of his skill and management. 


Mr- Bracewell next went to Dover, N. 


H., where he became superintendent ofi 
the Cocheco print works, a very re- 
sponsible position and one for which 
there were 13 applicants. Not long af- 
terwards the works w&re shut down for 
some time on account of condition^ 
caused by the civil war, and Mr. Brace- 
•«,well improved the opportunity to attend 
lectures on analytic chemistry at Har- 
vard university. For 20 years he remain 
ed with the Dover concern, achieving a 
series of brill'an't successes, He raised 
the Cocheco sroods to the head of their, 
class and held :hem there as lonsc as he 
was connected with the works. 


In 1SS1 the Freeman print works of 


this city, now the Windsor print com- 
pany, made ovsrtures to Mr. Bracewell 
and he was finally induced to come to 
this city, largely on account of the 
health of his wife, which the doctors 
thought would be better here. 
He 


bought a thii-d Interest In the business 
and assurnefl the active management, 
which he retained to the time of his 
death, and with what ability and suc- 
cess is well known. The goods manta- 
Dactured by this company have for 
years stood in the front rank in all the 
markets. The works have been greatly 
enlarged since he became connected 
with them and are now recognized as 
onfe of the important manufactures 
concerns of the country. 


While living in New Hampshire Mr. 


Bracewell served on Governor Pres- 
cott's .staff with the rank of colonel, 
hence his title. In 1877 the decree of 
master of arts was conferred upon him 
by Dartmouth college. He was public 
spirited man! .and took a keen interest 
in the affairs of Dover while living in 
New Hampshire, and that community 
felt that it sustained a loss when he 
transferred Tils business interests and 
home to this city. 


Colonel Bracewell 
has 
been 
very 


prominent in the business, social. rel'» 
ious and political affairs of this city 
since coming here to live 20 years asro- 
He has contributed largely to the de- 
velopment and upbuilding of the Wind- 
sor i>rint works, as is well understood 
by business men all over the country, 
arid by his public spirit and generosity 
he has also contributed materially to 
the advancement and welfare of the 
community. No worthy cause ever ao- 
pealed to him in vain, and he was 
ready to give not only of his means, 
but ofl himself. He devoted time and 
effort to many matters that were of rio 
personal concern to him, excent as they 
affected the well being of the city, in 
whose growth and prosperity he took 
great pride. TJe took a Hve interest in 
the city's public affairs, In which his 
advice arid counsel were frequently 
sought, as well as his personal service: 
but he was never an offlce seeker and 
never accepted public position except 
In answer to what he considered the 
call of duty. TTnder the town, govern- 
ment he served on) the finance commit- 
tee and as trustee of the public library- 
He had been Ji member- of th« city coun- 
cil since the *own became a city five 
years ago, and was the first president 
of the council. At the time of his 
death he was a trustee of the Hooaac 
savings bank, a member of the board 
of health, an associate member of C, D. 
Sanford po^t O- A. R , nn'd * member 
of the North Adams club. He was a 
member and one ofl the pillars of the 
Congregational church from the begin- 
ning of his residence In this city. 


The news of Ms suddeir death soread 


rapidly through the city this mornBnar, 
and "ft was so totally unexpected {Hat 
at first it couli hardly bs credited, but 
the painful announcement wan soon 
confirmed and was the cause of univer- 
sal regret and sorrow. 


Colonbi Bracowell was a man who will 


be very greatly mlssjd by this com- 
munity, of which foHSo years he had 
been a highly respected, valued and 
useful member. Be was on« of the 
most 
companionable of men. 
His 


abounding good nature, his unfeigned 
frankness, his retferous spirit and lib. 
era] hand endeared him to all classes 
and rave him a warm place in the heart 
ofl every p«rs<wi who knew him. As an 
employer h« was kind and eonsl4«rat«, 
and there are few men at the head of 
such a fore* as h» led, composed of 
•killed and unskilled worklnfe-mftn and 
women, who hold their personal esteem 
to the decree that he did. They kn*w 
him to be th«lr -'friend as well as em- 
ploytr, and the r«sult wai a loyalty 
and friendship which wan very advan- 
Jajooua to -41* MMassji w w«U K« • 


•ource of satJefactlbri and enjoyment 
to all concerned- His death will be. 
mourned by th« community and by all 
who ever knew him, but by none more 
sincerely than by jhoss who durink all 
these years have known him so inti- 
mately as an employer, fellow man and 
true friend. 


Colonel BraeeweU was twice married- 


His first wife, whom he married in 
1864, was Miss Mary H. Hope of Lowell. 
Pour children were born to them- Mrs. 
Bracewell died soon) afiter coining to 
this city, and only two of the cfiildren 
are living. Mrs. GV>rge p. Lawrence, 
whose husband is the representative in 
congress from this district, and MHoa 
Bracewell of Now oTrk. In 1883 Colonel 
Bracewell married Miss ArJna B- Hunt- 
er, dauEhter of Mr. and Mrs. James E.

faithful, conscientious work, endeavor, 
ing to lind all property subject to tax 
and placing upon property according 
to their best judgment equitable valua- 
tiong. 


STREETS. 


Our paved streets have proved a suc- 


cess speaking well to all visitors for 
our enterprising city and giving tour 
people the utmost satisfaction. There 
nre other streets or parts of streets 
where the traffic is large that should 
be paved as soon as possible- I hope 
we shall do something each year in this 
direction, at least uritil the provision 
made for paving has been exhausted. 


The macadamized roads which the 


city has built have worn well and also 
aatlr.i'act'ory, though they will require 
extensive repairs at an early day. Con- 
sidering the cost and durability of the 
uipcexjam I doubt if they have given 
better satisfaction than 
the 
gravel 


roads built with the aid of the steam 
road roller on "West Main, River and 
other streeta An expert road builder I 
feel sure would recommend the gravel 
road for all outlying streets, so long as 
we can find as good material as we 
used on the streets named. In the east- 
ern section of the city we have been 
unable to find any suitable material 
for load building or repairing and to 
bring the gravel from the western sec- 
tion makes a long haul and is con- 
sequently quite expensive, but even this 
is far more desirable and profitable in 
the end than a poor road. 


Because of this lack of suitable ma- 


terial in the eastern section of the city 
and the cost involved in bringing it 
there, it may be wise to continue the 
macadam which we built through the 
Union and Beaver to the Clarksburg 
line, especially as there is so much 
heavy traffic over that road. Many of 
our streets in the 'outlying districts and 
on the hillside we can put in fine con- 
dition, but to keep th'em so .s quite 
another matter, until we have laid sur- 
face water sewers in such streets ,It 
will not serve the purpose to catch the 
water in a large body at the foot c-f 
the hill, the damage to the street has 
already been done, but we must go up 
the hill with the sewer .and catch it be- 
fore it gathers in large -volumes and 
force. This work we are.mow doing and 
if continued, in a few>years we shall 
be able to keep our'hill'gtreets in as 
fine condition as those'yi, more favored 
localities. 


In these ttutlying districts vwe have 


placed during the past, year 15 addi- 
tional electric lamps and have laid more 
than 500ft square yards of concrete side- 
walk of a quality as good, as has ever 
been laid in our city.' This1 work in 
these districts will' demonstrate the 
fact that we want all of our pe'ople to 
participate in and enjoy' the permanent 
improvements made in our city. 


We now have nearly one hundred 


miles of streets and new ones are bein^ 
opened every year, an appropriation of 
J15.000. per year is not a large one to 
keep them in repair and do something 
of a more permanent character, in fact 
it is small compared with what some 
of ow sister cities are doinz- I am 
pleased to say that the condition! of our 
streets today as a whole, I believe, will 
compare favorably with those of othsr 
cities located as we are among: the hills. 


For some years many of our people 


have thought it desiratfte to open a 
,stre%t leading flroan-^5ou.th Ashland 
across to South' State, the recent devel. 
opments on South State would indicate 
that at an) early day the public con- 
venience will call for such a street to be 
opened. 


Last year we tried the experiment 


of municipal street sprinklng, and it 
gave such general satisfaction that I 
hope it will be continue./, the city fur- 
nishinfe the equipment and the water, 
and the abutters paying simply the 
cost ofl doing1 the work which has been 
small and promises to be still less. 


Out of their appropriation for "last 


year the state l.-yhway commission al- 
loted $6,650 to Ihig city. They informed 
us that they would commence at th<» 
Adams line on the East road arid build 
north which would only bring the road 
to a point not far from Hodge's cross- 
ing. Few o5 our people or any other 
would get much benefit from the roa? 
in that locality for years to come. The 
commissioners were shown this fact 


Under the general laws of the com- 


monwealth cities are allowed to incur 
an indebtedness to the amount of 2% 
per cent of their average valuation' for 
the three precR.linjr years.

I am sti»' ofl the opinion that w« haye 


made ample provision for water for do- 
mestic purpose*, for the reasonable re. 
•iulTem«nta of a population much larger 
than our f.ty- I am informed that the 
state boa & of health say that "the con. 
smmptloni of writer in our city is larger 
than in any city of our size in the 
state." If this be true wo cannot doubt 
but there is a 'arge waste in many of 
our homes. Though we were not ob- 
liged the past year to resort to our ar- 
tesian wells, yet It is evident that un- 


less there be reasonable econbmy used 
in the uso of water, we shall be ob- 
liged at no dUtant day to put a meter 
in every home or build a storage reser- 
voir on the Broad Brook, either of 
which would be attended with large »x- 
penne to the c.ty which I hope can be 
avoided for a few years at least. Let 
us all use the v.-ater we need for health 
and comfort but waste none 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


We congratulate ourselves upon a 


very efficient fire department fairly well 
equipped with appliances for fighting 
the dr«ad destroyer. It has demonstrat. 
ed more than once the fact that a flrfe 
may break out in Nwth Adams but 
cannot escape. It consists of three com- 
panies of 12 men each, onte hook and 
ladder company, 9 men, 2 volunteer com 
panies, (one at Braytonville and one 
at Blackintpn) of 24 meri each and a 
volunteer protection company of 12 men 


Hose company No. 1 and the hook and 


ladder company need larger quarters 
than those they occupy on State street. 
It is desirable lhat the horses be k»j>t 
ini the same room with the apparatus. 
Seconds if not minutes would be saved 
in this way in reaching a fire after 
the alarm, which might pro/e ofl great 
value in saving of property. 


A new' building has been suggested, I 


hope however that this expense will not 
be ntecessarv. If the office of the su- 
perintendent of the water works is 
moved to the cUy hall as it can be, and 
all of the low^r floor of their present 
building given the hose company with 
needed alterations, it seems to me that 
we ought to be able to furnish in this 
way ample accommodationb- 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


We have reason I think to admire our 


police force, they are a manly and 
brave lot of men under excellent dls. 
cjplino and working together harmon- 
iously. They have been very efficient. 
doSn'jr a large amount of work, as will 
be seen by reading the report of Chief 
Dinneen. The force today is the same 
as when originally organized, consist- 
ing oil 16 men, a chief, two captains and 
13 patrolmen. The chief recommends 
an increase of the force by adding four 
patrolmen, and I heartily concur in 
this recommendation- Since the organ- 
ization of the force, our population has 
largely ir-breasea and many of our 
homes are reaching much farther out 
from the center of the city, makinsr 
the beats of the patrolmen too Ions to 
furnish all our people and property with 
proper police protection. 


SEWERS. 


We have in our cttr about 22 miles 


ofi domestic sewers and 4% miles of sur- 
lace water ge\\-ers, more than 80 per 
cent of which has beem' Iaf3 stace we 
became a city. The total cost of all 
our seweis including cc.tch basins and 
their connection lor the surface water 
system, has been about $251,000. Prob- 
ably no city in our commonwealth finds 
sewer construction more difficult or cost 
ly than we do. because of our location, 
and it is very :nuch to our credit and 
so considered bv ths state board of 
health, that we have taken hold of the 
matter with such determination and 
perseverance- Perhans the most difH. 
cult and expensive nortlori thus far of 
all our sewer construction has been 
done the past year, that of crossuis: the 
river at State street and through the 
rock on said street to and Hcyond Wal- 
nut street, arJl I am pleased to say that 
this was accomplished at a cost not ex.- 
ceedihg the estimate made by our city 
engineer 


Our domestic sewars have proved 


themselves we cannot doubt oil inesti- 
mable value in the lessening of sickness 
arid decrease of the dealh rate and our 
surf ace, water sewers have been of value 
in protecting our streets and in ^re- 
5erva|ion of nrivat" property. I trust 
that we shall csntlnue as fast as prac- 
ticEb'e this inrv.ortant work of extend, 
ln£ our excellent system of sewers until 
our city is ful'v protected. 


POOR DEPARTMENT. 


We have reason to be pleased with 


the fact that we have at the head of 
this department distributing the alms 
of the city, a man who has a heart to 
treat the unfortunate p'oor who are 
3ompelled to ask for aid, with kindness 
and consideration and at the same time 
protect the interests of the city. He has 
made himself very familiar with laws 
governing the settlement of paupers 
and We need not fear that we shall be 
supjtorting any who properly under the 
laws of our commonwealth, belong to 
other towns or cities or are state 
charges, 


The city almshouse under the im- 


mediate charge of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Cook is kept neat and clean and 
its inmates treated kindly and pro- 
vided with 
sufficient 
clothing and 


wholesome food. 
Forty-two 
persons 


have been provided for at the alms- 
house during the year at a cost of 
$1.918.54 or of $117.09 each. Fewer per- 
sons have applied to the almoner for 
aid during the past year than the 
previous year which is an interesting 
and encouraging fact to note. 
In 1899 the number toi families 


aided was 
117

78

557 


The number in 1900 was 
359 


This would indicate an improved in- 


dustrial condition. 


LAW DEPARTMENT. 


The interests of the city have been 


well guarded by the city solicitor. Six 
accident cases have been settled dur- 
ing the past year outside of the courts. 
Four of them were minor cases and 
were settled for small sums. The suits 
In the cases of Michael Eroderlck and 
Charles A. Davis where it was claimed 
death pnsuprt from aroidents for which 
the city was responsible, were settled 
for $1.030 each. There are now pending 
against the city only two suits, these 
also resulting from accidents, in which 
we feel that we have good defense and 
therefore do not anticipate anything 
very serious from them. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The largest item tof expenditure in 


our city is for the maintenance of our 
public schools and that item has been 
on.the increaseJjow for several years 
but at no'mat«|al per >,cntage of in- 
crease beyond the per cent of increase 
in the number of pupils. We should be 
inclined to cry out against this large 
expenditure, were it not for the fact 
that the cost per year for the educa- 
tion of each child was l«s» than In 
many cities of 'our commonwealth and 
that we have reason to believe our 
schools rank among the best in the 
stnte. I am informed that pupils gradu 
atlng from our high school-Baas satis- 
factory examinations for any college 
In the country and that few prepara- 
tory Befools furnish better fits for col- 
lege. 


About 30 per cent of the pupils enter 


the high school, 70 per cent are unable 
to pursue their studies beyond the 


grammar grades, therefore all the op- 
portunity they have for education so 
far as schools are concerned Is in the 
primary 
and 
grammar 
schools. 
I 


therefore deem it of the utmost impor- 
tance that special attention be given 
to these schools, that thoec who have 
very limited time for education should 
enjoy the best possible advantages. 


I would have the high school furnish 


the pupils with a good preparation for 
college as is expected or required of all 
high schools of our commonwealth, 
but in no respect would I have the 
primary and grammar schools sacri- 
ficed that the high school may excel. I 
hope that the school committee will 
concur with me in these opinions and 
work along these lines for I feel con- 
fident it is what is needed In this man- 
ufacturing community. 
In view of 


our financial condition and 
of the 


fact that we are urging wise economy 
upon every department of our'city gov- 
ernment. I feei that we should say to 
our school committee, we want you to 
furnish us with excellent schools and 
to practice every reasonable economy 
in doing so. 


The Freeman school building, the 


It-rgcst, most eonven'-'rt and most sat- 
isfiictory w» 1-ave ever erected, with 
a capacity fior 600 pupils, has been com- 
plexc-d and furnished ai a. cost of about 
J63,000t The scliool committee estimated 
ltu> cost of the lano and buildlns at 
jy.,000 and this amount v/e appropriated 
Th" architf.iL 3 feef. 
supervision of 


work, grading, concreting and furnish- 
ing has brought the cost up to- about 
$63,000. We shalj therefore be called up- 
on to provide for a deficiency of near 
$8000- This amiunt with that previous- 
ly put into new school buildings durin- 
the last five year* aggregates something 
over $250,000, or $50,000 per year. Three 
fourths of our ,°chool buildings are com. 
p&rtively new, modern in style and cont 
venient in arransement, their location 
is remarkably advantageous flor econ» 
omical administration also for health 
and outlook- 


The opening of the Freeman school has 


so relieved *h«> Miner and Housrbton 
schools and emptied so many rooms at 
Drury, that any anticipated growth of 
the high school for the next five years 
canl bs provided for. We now have 
accommodations for 4000 pupils, the 
number of pupils attending school at 
the present time is 3275. We may there- 
fore hope that the srchool committee 
will not be knocking at the door of the 
council for another new school build- 
ins for some vears. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This institution was never more ap- 


preciated by our people than at the 
present time «ind never under better 
management or doing better work. Its 
good influence is being extended by se 
ing books into the outside school dis- 
tricts in care ofl the school teachers in 
such districts, for the use of families 
who otherwise would get little benefit 
from the library- A most interesting 
work has been donfe with the children 
during the past year- A reading club 
was formed v/lth a membership which 
increased to 173. One of the most desir- 
able rooms in the building was opened 
as a reading room for the Ctl dren's 
club. The entire furnishing and equip- 
ment of this room was the senerous 
gift of Mr. WilHam Arthur Gallup as a 
memorial to his children- The number 
of books tak*n from the library the 
past year was 72,962 an increase of 7000 
over any previous yeju- and the largest 
during the existenbe of the library. The 
number of readers the past year was 
59111. The number of books in the li- 
brary is now 37,942, 1475 bavins beert 
added the past year. The library now 
touches all classes of our people, from 
the man who leaves his pickaxe at the 
door while he goes in to read, to the 
profesional man looking up some sub- 
ject ofl study. 


IN CONCLUSION. 


I cannot allow this occasion to pass 


without congratulating the people of 
North Adams upon becoming the larg- 
est city of Berkshire, and upon the 
splendid increase the last census re- 
veals. I would also extend a hearty 
welcome to- our new fellow citizens of 
the annexed district, who have d'one us 
the credit of thinking that their interests 
would be in so many ways Improved by 
becoming citizens of North Adams. 


And now gentlemen of the council I 


want to congratulate you upon the 
honor of an election to the legislative 
department of our city government. To 
day you and I assume the responsible 
duties of the offices to which our cit- 
izens have called us, and have taken 
a solemn oath before God and these 
witnesses to discharge the duties of 
such -offices faithfully, according to our 
best ability. There will be times during 
the year when we shall be tempted to 
forget these duties to our city, as our 
convenience and pleasure will invite 
us in another direction, but let us re- 
member that under our oath we can- 
not neglect the city hall, the council 
chamber, or the meetings of the coun- 
cil committees. I wish you and all of 
our people a happy and prosperous 
new year.

British Editor's Success Largely 


Oue to His Wife. 


MABEIED AN IDEAL HELPMEET. 


H«w LOH«OB.'S Millionaire JovnasJIst 


Was Aided br His Wife, Whom Urn 
•tarried When H* Was Tweatr- 
«»e—Mrs. Hanaawortft'a Advice OB 
Xarrtaare—Their Country Borne. 
Alfred C. Harasworth, editor and 


owner of the London Daily Mail and 
various other newspapers and maga- 
zines, lias made fame and millions at 
the age of 33, writes Lavinia Hart in 
the New York World. 


Mr. Harmsworth is one of the most 


successful men ever known to journal- 
ism, and a large factor in gaining that 
success has been his wife. When Al- 
fred Harmsworth was married 12 
years ago, he had no capital except the 
genius which had had no opportunity 
to make itself manifest, a pleasing, 
convincing personality which won for 
him the confidence of those be needed 
and a knowledge of human nature 
which is the Bait ot all success. To 
this last rare gift he owes the happy 
choosing of a wife who has been a po- 
tent power behind the throne, who has 
been not only a wife whose beauty and 
hospitality blessed his home, but a 
companion, helpmeet, counselor, sym- 
pathizer and incentive. 


When Mr. and Mrs. Harmsworth 


married, she was a slip of a girl, and 
lie was 21. Mr. Harmsworth then oc- 
cupied an editorial position on The Il- 
lustrated London News, where he was 
Btudylag the business in every detail 
with a view to getting out a journal of i 
bis own. 
| 


Shortly after bis marriage, before he 


was 22, this enterprising young man 
Issued the weekly publication called 
Answers, which was the starting point 
of his great success. Today Answers 
Is one of the best paying publications 
in England. Then young Harmsworth 
and uis young wife put their heads 
together and pored day and night over | 
the material that was to fill the col- 
umns of their literary venture, whose 
success or failure meant the shaping of 
their future life. No policy for this pa- 
per was Srcided upon, no plans carried 
out, no experiments tried, without first ' 
consulting the young wife and partner, 
the matter of fact acknowledgment of 
her partnership being one of Alfred 
Harmsworth's first master strokes.

That is quite possible, for 


we're not such enigmas as we some- 
times like to think. And if we are per- 
fectly honest, which it is to our interest 
to be, we must recognize our short suits 
as well as our long ones. Then all that 
remains is to find Borne one who will 
fill up the suits." 


"Now, isn't it true that most girls 


spend more time on the details of their 
trousseau than they do on the details 
of the man's private character?" 


"Half tbe girls don't know until they 


are married whether a man dislikes 
reading or has a decided literary bent, 
whether be prefers to dine at night or 
midday, whether he's a believer or an 
atheist, whether he's horsy or a prude, 
whether be wants to live in town or the 
country or whether he detests the prat- 
tle of children or looks forward to tbe 
Joys of parenthood.

I shall always bi 
grateful for that Tbe girl who mar 
nes a man after be has attained weak 
and fame loses tbe very best part of it 
From tbe time I was old enough t 
realise I hoped it might be my lot to I 
a part of my husband's success.

bad not ujui u except hopes and ambi- 
tion. But they wer« tbe same hopes 
and ambitions, te^A we worked toward 
them together. W« were happily mated. 
Our tastes were similar, and we bad 
taken the. pain* to discover tbe affinity 
in our dispositions before marriage. 


"Mr. Harmsworth was inclined to be 


moody—most men are—and I was ver- 
satile. At times be was all business, 
bis bead and beart filled with schemes 
and projects, and I was all business 
too. I listened to tbe schemes and proj- 
ects as they were "unfolded to me. 
I 


saw tbem from a woman's point of 
view and criticised them accordingly, 
which Mr. Harmswortb could not do, 
and so it was a help. 


"At other times be was wearied of 


business. A word of it would have ir- 
ritated him. Then I was wearied of 
business too. He wanted music; we 
went to the opera. Or green fields; we 
drove Into, the country. He longed to 
angle for trout; we followed the 
stream. Or he wanted to get out of 
England anyway, so we traveled a bit, 
with a sure relapse of the business fe- 
ver, and home we came and glad of it. 


"Every woman ought to fit herself 


for matrimony and get married, for if 
she doesn't some worthy man may 
miss being great through the want of 
ber influence. Now, I don't mean by 
that," said Mrs. Harmsworth, smiling, 
"that a man's genius is his wife. Con- 
cerning the vital, fundamental quali- 
ties which make bis success, be must 
possess them, and he succeeds entirely 
on his own merits. (Sometimes a gen- 
ius lacks courage, sometimes he lacks 
faith in himself, sometimes be is so dif- 
fident the world never bears of him, 
and sometimes he is so bold and frank 
be would show bis whole band before 
tbe time is ripe. 


"While a man may possess all the 


elements of greatness in himself, he 
needs a wife, for it is in the nature of 
things that nothing In itself should be 
complete or perfect. A great mill may 
be perfectly constructed, but it needs 
the pressure of the water before it 
turns out work. An ocean liner is a 
wonderful piece of construction. 
We 


know that it Is as nearly perfect as a 
vessel can be, that all tbe parts are 
there, accurately weighed, measured 
and fitted, but it doesn't begin to break 
records until the fuel Is piled on. And 
when it gets to shallow water, when 
there's a rocky basin or a harbor lined

my own part I have endeavored to be 
an unceasing encouragement to my 
husband and any sort of a commentary 
adjunct he needed at the time. I could 
never have edited his papers. I could 
not even have written for tbem. I have 
none of the qualifications for a genius. 
I "am not clever. I would have to be 
American for that 
But I can keep 


house in the best sense that housekeep- 
ing means, and you would have to be 
English for that. I mean the sense that 
covers everything in the keeping of a 
home, from a sufficiency of logs for the 
open fires, which you deprecate here, 
and a complete stock for the larder to 
the filling of tbe rose bowls, the service 
of the wines, the flooding of the sun- 
shine into every room from wing to 
wing and tbe atmosphere of home that 
is so strong in our English houses. 
England is a country of homes, you 
know, and every one who can afford it 
keeps a country place, where life con 
come so much nearer to tbe Ideal." 


"And yours?" "Is In Surrey—Button 


Place. It's one of the oldest places in 
England, having been built in tbe early 
part of the sixteenth century. 
I al- 


ways love to get 'to It and regret to 
leave it. Its gardens and conservato- 
ries are beautiful, I'm a great garden- 
er, you know. I don't just dig and 
plant, but I'm really the head gardener 
at Button Place, and I've studied horti- 
culture as an art." 
"And housekeep- 


ing?" "Not as an art, but a real pro- 
fession. Next to tbe study of human 
nature—a particular male human na- 
ture, I mean—housekeeping Is the best 
paying profession a wife can follow," 


I have always heard that "there are 


no wives like English wives." If Mrs. 
Harmsworth comes to us as a sample, 
I believe that Britain is justified in ber 
claim.

The inaugural exercises &nd organi- 


zation of the new city government this 
morning were tinged with a spirit of 
sorrow unusual for such observances. 
because of the sudden death of CoL 
John Biscewell, who has occupied a 
seat in the council since the formation 
of the city, and who was its first presi- 
dent. The news of his death was a 
peculiarly personal blow to every coun- 
cilman who has been assoc'ated with 
him in the affairs of the-city, and the 
sense of loss was in every mind during 
the exercises that marked the begin- 
ning of the new city government in the 
council chamber. 


His death was feelingly referred to 


by President Whitaker, and a commit 
tee was appointed to express in formaJ 
manner the sentiments of the council. 


The inauguration was one of inter- 


est chiefly from the excellent address 
of Mayor Wilkinson, which is given in 
full below. This was much lon?t>r than 
usual, taking half an hour for the 
reading, but it reviewed in detail every 
department 'of city government, and is 
well worth the careful attention of 
every reader. In the council organiza

affairs, 
men 'of marked 


ability who have brought to their du- 
ties large experienc of men and affairs^ 
That their services have be-en appre- 
ciate is shown in the emphatic manner 
in which they have been called on for 
service again. It now falls to this1 city 
council to express its approval of the 
services of Mr. Whitaker as its presi- 
dent. The city has shown its approval 
of the mayor. I now call on the coun- 
cil to elect again aa its president V. A, 
Whitaker. 


The nomination was seconded by 


Councilman Broderick, and the vote by 
ballot gave Mr. Whitaker all the 17 
that were cast. The oath of office was 
administered to Mr. Whitaker by City 
Clerk Brooker. 


On taking the chair. President Whit- 


aker spoke briefly, 
in substance as 


follows: I have to thank you most 
atai'ui> Iw the hGruu1 of tliis rc-alqc- 
tion. I have no speech to make especi- 
ally, but it is in order for me to make 
some reference to the work of the coun- 
cil just gone by. for the understanding 
of the new council. It happened that 
at the very outset Of last year, a deter- 
mination showed itself to watch the 


debt and to keep it from Increas- 
a determination which led to the 


greatest care in the making of appro- 
priations and in acting on all proposed 
legislationpertaining to money affairs 
In the records of the previous council 
the work assumes a character equal to 
that of any former council. It showed 
no individual or class legislationo, but 
work on the part, of all without regard 
to party lines, waa done for the city's 
interests. And so as we begin our du- 
ties the work of the former council 
falls on us. We should begin our work 
with as high a standard as waa theirs. 
\Se sh^ll DD.S-S some faces that wetc- 
with the last year, and we wish them 
success in th.eir future >Vork. We wel- 
come the new faces hera this morning, 
and we trust that the new members 
will bring to our deliberations the 
judgment and ability of those who 
have left us. And BO nc VP stand here 
with our record atlll before us, let us 


all together decide to five our beat JB- 
deavorc to the city. We have b«gun 
our life thia year aa the leading city of 
Western Massachusetts, and we shall 
be looked up to as men worthy of being 
followed. We have an opportunity to 
ir.ake a great and substantial record 
a-j a council. 


The election of a city clerk followed, 


and as Mr. Brooker called the roll, the 
response, "Charles S. Brooker," was 
unanimous. The oath of 'office was ad- 
ministered to Mr. Brooker by City So- 
licitor Ashe. and Mr. Brooker spoke as 
follows to the council: 
I sincerely 


thank you for *his re-election, and I 
cannot but feel a greater obligation to 
you and to the citizens of North Adams 
than ever before. 


This ended the council organization, 


and President Whitaker declared the 
"Council of 1801 duly organized." Coun- 
cilman Dennett moved the appointment 
of a committee t>t two to notify the 
mayor-elect that the council waa or- 
ganized. 
Councilmen Dennett 
and 


O C«mnor were named as the commit- 
tee. and soon returnrd with Mayor Wil- 
kinson. Mr. Dennett reported for the 
committee that the mayor sent his1 con- 
guiiulations to the council on the elec- 
tion of president and clerk, and that 
he was ready to taUt the oath of olfice, 
Thi." was administered by City Clerk 
Ei toker. 


Rev. J. H. Spencer pastor of the Bap- 


tist church was the-i called on for the 
inaugural prayer, wh eh was followed 
by Mayer Wilkinson's inaugural. In 
introducing him. President 
WhiKk v 


conveyed the greetings tof the council 
to ex-Mayor A. C. Houghton, who was= 
piesent in a seat beside the president's 
ciPSk, and also to Mayor Wilkinson. 


At the close of the Inaugural address 


President Whitaker 
expressed 
the 


pleasure of the council in listening to 
it, and assured the mayor that he be- 
luved the council v. ould be in sym- 
pathy with his suggestions-. 


President Whitaker then said it was 


bis sad duty to speak of the suiaon 
taking away of a fellow citizen and 
fellow councilman. Col. JY>hn Bwne- 
weil. He said the hearts of all were 
much touched at this sudden taking 
away of our friend, who had been «x 
pected to be present today. It seemed 
appropriate that some action shoul'J 
be taken by the council to express in a 
foamal manner the sorrow of the coun- 
cil as a body.

Armenians in the city. 


The frequency with which "Armen-

sized colony in North Adams, and the 
:'act that the number is really so small 
will be a surprise. But it was in re- 
arard to this frequency of mention that 
.lie Armenians in question desired to 
orotest. 


As most of the items referred to come

•nenians are called by that name, the 
eal Armenians felt that an injustice 
was being done their race. The incor- 
rect use of the name would indicate 
:hat the Armenians were rather fre- 
luently in various forms of trouble, 
whereas the four real Armenians are 
known by their neighbors to be quiet 
i-nd entirely commendable in their con- 
luct. They therefore requested that 
Correct race names be used by the press 
af North Adams in the future, for the 
honor of down-trodden Armenia, The 
Transcript is -happy to assure the four 
representatives of the race that this 
request will be observed, with thanks 
."or the correction.

lohnson, who took an American equiv- 
alent for his real name because the

that m'ost of those who have been term

The claim <of the defense, represented 
by Lawyer Niles, was that the glass 
was broken by someone inside the shop 
and that Daily had nothing to do with 
it. The witnesses for the defense were 
Daily, and two friends, O'Brien and 
Andrews. O'Brien swore that the glass 
was broken by a man who put his head 
through the door and that in pulling 
his head back, the glass was broken in. 
giving it the appearance of having 
been broken from 'outside-. 


At the close of the evidence, the 


judge found Daily guilty ,and ac- 
companied the sentence with a scath- 
ing rebuke of the evidence for the de- 
fense, saying that to the disinterested 
party it would show on its face that it 
was false. He said he knew that wit- 
nesses had sworn to falsehoods' before, 
and that no "xample had been made of 
them. In the present case he would 
not commit the witnesses1, but he warn 
ed all that this action would be taken 
if there should come up a case where 
the perjury was clearly evident. 


The trial of this case and some tethers 


occupied the entire forenoon, .uawyer 
Nileg for Daily entered an appeal to the 
superior court when the sentence was 
read, and Daily was put under $200 
b~nds for the July term, This is the 
first superior court case of the county 
for the July term today being the entry 
day for the January term. 


"William Riley, who pleaded not guilty 


to drunkenness the other day, was 
found guilty and given 30 days. Frank 
Smith admitted being drunk and a va- 
grant, and was given 60 days in jail. 
One drunk was fined $10.
